Active steps will be taken at once 
to increase the business, By the 
terms of the transfer the Salavation 
, Army will obtain possession ef all of 
the warehouses, teams, •wagons and 
balers owned by the Hoy company.

ELIHU ROOT ON CITY LIFE. 


It Sharpens Us, But We Must Keep 
Near the Soil. 

Secretary of War Elihu Root, who 
has Just returned from a visit to bis 
birthplace, Clinton, in Oneida County, 
attended the annual dinner of the So¬ 
ciety of the Sons of Oneida, at the Ho¬ 
tel Savoy. He said his visit had 
brought home to him the great trend 
of the population toward the big 
cities, and had started in\klm a vein 
of serious reflection on the conse¬ 
quences of this movement on the race 
and nation. 

“There is a very serious side to this 
movement,” he said. “With a popula¬ 
tion of 25,000,000 or more now living 
in the cities we are facing a new set 
of conditions in the formation of na 
tional character. 

"Life in the city tends to greater 
alertness of mind, to a sharpening of 
the faculties and greater neryous en¬ 
ergy, .but at-the same time to a strain¬ 
ed intensity and refinement of the 
nervous system which will make a dif¬ 
ferent race of us. 

“If the strong, self-possessed, self- 
centred, dominant man is to Continue 
his race he must continue it in con¬ 
tact with the soil. No race of the city 
bred ; can perpetuate these qualities, 
for the nerves and sinews are 
strengthened and the moral integrity 
enlarged and deepened by contact with 
the soil, by the soothing and calming 
Influences of nature. 

“We sons of Oneida do well to gath¬ 
er here tb recall the memories of our 
old home, and the best thing about it 
is that it may lead some of us back 
to the old life,

streets, if the emblem of this Coun¬ 
try could be changed I would not sub¬ 
stitute for the eagle the wild turkey, 
as Ben Frahkliii proposed, hut would 
suggest the hotting pigeon as a bettor 
bird to venerate,”—N. 1'.
